G R A F T ST IL L ON TAP. 


Last month the Ledger took occasion to expose a clear 
case of graft committed by the Dispatch in a printing bill 
presented to the board of supervisors at the December meet­ 
ing. 
The bill was allowed in full by the board as presented, 
notwithstanding its fraudulent character was obvious to any­ 
one with the least knowledge of the printing business. 
The 
charge was for publishing a notice from the tax collector’s 
office and read in this wise:

As a matter of fact the advertisement as it appeared in the 
columns of our cotemporary measured 4 ^ squares, and the 
legal charge against the county for the same should have 
been $4.50, and at that price there would have been a lot of 
needless space charged against the county. 
The exposure of 
this barefaced robbery of the taxpayers was met by our 
democratic cotemporary— the organ which the last democratic 
convention traveled outside of its pathway to boost as worthy 
of the support of all democrats —by a screed against the 
editor of the Ledger, the purport of which was that the ex­ 
posure in the Ledger was prompted by personal motives of 
jealously and spleen; and intimating that when the county 
printing was done principally by the Ledger there was no 
cry about cutting of rates and all that sort of palaver. There 
was no square clear-cut denial of the charge of graft; there 
was no disputing the facts as stated in the Ledger. 
But 
the Dispatch tried to wiggle out of a tight place by endeavor­ 
ing to sidetract and befog the real issue. 
The claim, like all 
other claims against the county, was sworn to— at least so it 
appears on its face. 
The gravaman of our article was to the 
effect that the man who put in that bill in that shape, in order 
to filch a few dollars out of the county treasury that he was 
not entitled to, swore to a statement which he knew to be un­ 
true. 


One would think that after such an exposure of grafting 
methods, the guardians of the county— the board of super­ 
visors— would be on the alert, and see that the county was 
not robbed in the same manner again. Ignorance might pass 
muster the first time; they were unacquaintedi with the print­ 
ing business, and were caught napping; but it cannot be 
pleaded a second time in extenuation of illegal raids upon the 
county treasury. 
In the face of public attention being call­ 
ed to the very subject, to allow identically the same bill to go 
through a second time, and at the very next meeting of the 
board, seems to us to assume a more serious aspect than 
carelessness concerning the welfare of the county. 
And this 
is what has actually occurred. At the January meeting of the 
board, this bill for advertising— the self-same advertisement 
from the tax-collector’s office— bobs up serenely for the same 
grafting sum, but in a slightly different wording. 
Am ong 
other items of printing the Dispatch bill contains the follow­ 
ing: 
Publishing notice to taxpayers, 4t 
- 
- $18.00 


Now this difference in the wording between the two charges 
for precisely the same work is significant. 
It will be noticed 
that in this last bill, while the amount pocketed in dollars is 
the same, nothing is said about the. number of squares con­ 
tained in the advertisement. 
There is no sworn statement 
about a measurement of 18 squares. 
This omission is a 
virtual confession of the uubenability of the claim. 
It avoids 
liability for perjury in swearing to a statement known to be 
false. 
It puts the bill on the basis of an overcharge a,lone, a 
demand for $18 when only $4.50 was due, acoordiug to the es­ 
tablished rates. 
T h e ultimate end is reached just the same, 
the graft of $13.50 over and above what the printer was legal­ 
ly entitled to. 
And the officers concerned in this transaction 
are placed in the position of allowing a claim without any 
statement as to the measurement thereof. 
They went it 
blind, and that too after public attention had been directed 
thereto. 
That is the way the business of Amador county is 
conducted under the existing regime. It may be a democratic 
method of doing things for partisan ends. 
It cannot be said 
that it is safeguarding the interests of the taxpayers. 
T he 
advertisement!is still running in^lie columns of the Dispatch, 
notwithstanding the fact that a legal opinion has been given 
to the effect that the law does not require its publication for 
such length of time. 
It will be interesting to watch how far 
this expensive farce and tragegy combined is permitted to 
proceed.

Amador County! 


Descriptive Article 


Amador county com prises an area of 
648 square miles. 
I t lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of S ierra N evada mountains, 
and emnraces w ithin its territo ry ail 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high m ountainous lands. 
Clim ate.—T he clim ate of the popu­ 
lous portions of th e county is as gonial 
and healthful as can be found anyw here 
in California. 
As clim ate is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state In a ttractin g population, Am ador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
> gat’d. 
It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its clim atic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap ­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
h u t for the residents of other parts of 
California. T he tem perature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above zero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum ­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never rem ains on the 
ground for more th a n a few hours. 
Of 
course, in the h ig h m ountain regions 
of eastern A m ador th e snowfall Is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra N evada range. The sum ­ 
mer season is alw ay accompanied with 
cool nights; p erm ittin g of sound, re­ 
freshing slum ber. 
Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknow n, thunderstorm s are 
infrequent. 
, 
Gold M ining.—T he county, although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com ­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for h er q u artz mines. 
The 
deepest gold m ines in Am erica are lo­ 
cated hore. 
T h e K ennedy mine is now 
taking gold In liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below th e surface, with every 
indication th a t th e pay-ore extends to 
a much greater d ep th . 
Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, th e county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to the w orld’s 
supply of the precious m etal. 
The 
mines are still yielding a t the rate of 
about two m illion 
dollars annually. 
N early all of tins w ealth is produced by 
eig h t or ten m ines operating on w hat 
is called the “ m o th er lode,” stretching 
clear across the county In a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of tw enty 
miles. 
The m ines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stam ps, and furnish em ­ 
ploym ent for ov er 1000 m iners. 
T his 
industry is still in its infancy. 
The 
unexplored te rrito ry , even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of the 
ground th a t has actually been worked 
or prospected. 
T h e county offers to­ 
cay one of the m ost inviting fields to 
be found anyw here in the world for the 
investm ent of cap ital In th e fascinating 
business of gold m ining, not alono along 
th e m other lode, b u t also in the alm ost 
untouched m ineralized country ot the 
east belt, some ten o r twelve miles from 
th e main lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, im arbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
ta lc —all undeveloped. 
A gricultural C apabilities.—The a g ri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. 
T he valley lands 
will produce an y th in g th a t can be 
grown in the m ost favored sections. 
In the foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits th riv e: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised w here irrigation 
is practicable along th e num erous w ater 
courses. F u rth e r up in the mountains, 
a t an altitude of 2000 to 2600 feet, the 
soil Is adm irably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. 
A ready m arket for 
many tim es the q u an tity now raised of 
these com modities can be found fin the 
various mining towns. 
G rape culture and w inem aking are 
becoming im portant industries, both 
th e grapes and wine com m anding a 
better price than .th e product of the 
lowland. 
Laud is cheap com pared with other 
California lands. Im proved farms may 
be secured for one-fourth the price 
cu rren t in some places. 
Unimproved 
lands can be had from $5 to $10 per 
acre. • It does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. 
T h ere is room for 
a large addition to o u r agncuiural pop­ 
ulation. 
V ast tra c ts now devoted to 
cattle ranges m ig h t be made the homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farm ers. 
Amador has a populasion of less than 
12000. T hree fo u rth s of th is is concen­ 
trated in a strip of th re e miles above 
and below the m ineral belt. 
Jackson, the county seat, has about 
2600 inhabitants, and isun incorporated 
city ot the sixth class. 
O ther towns 
are S utter Creek, A m ador City, Dry- 
town, Plym outh, Volcano, Pino Grove 
and Oleta. lone C ity is th e metropolis 
of the valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
T he community is law -abiding. E du­ 
cational facilities a re excellent. 
A 
schoolhousti is 
w ithin easy reach of 
nearly every family. T here is one high 
school, located ut lo n e. 
The assessment roll for 1907 is $6.­ 
800,793, uud the tax rate for both state 
and county purposes $2 uu th e $100. 
The Southern Pacific has a branch 
railroud running to lo n e. 
From tills 
point the lone and E astern ruilroud ex­ 
tends 14 miles fu rth e r to the mining 
sectiou. 
T he various religious denom inations 
and fraternal organizations are well 
represented. 
T he power plaut of the Standard 
E lectric Co—one of th e lurguit In the 
world—lslocuted four uillos from Ja c k ­ 
son.

Jan. 18. —In the last week a great 
storm raged over this region raising 
the south fork of the Cosumnes near­ 
ly as high as it was any time during 
the winter of 1907. The rain was 
warm and vegetation seemed to thrive 
beneath the sweep of water that de­ 
luged the earth everywhere. The lit- 
tlebridge .spacing Salt Creek, about a 
mile and a half from Aukum, was on 
Thursday last oondemned. 
Super­ 
visor Grillo bad a new one put on by 
instructions through the telephone, 
and new stringers were put in the 
plaee of the old ones that had nearly 
rotted away. 
So yesterday evening 
teams were again running over it] as 
usual. 
On Wednesday evening at about 4 
o’olockLizize Hell Upton, nee Lizzie 
Andrews, a former resident of Mt. 
Aukum prior to her marriage to Mr 
Upton, died at her residence in the 
upper pari: of Shenandoah Valley. 
Por over two years Mrs Upton had 
been an invalid,being amost constant­ 
ly under the doctor’s care. 
For 
several months she was down at Oak­ 
land under the care of Drs. liifany 
and Percy of that city. They found 
she bad tuberculosis of the spinal 
‘marrow, which notwithstanding the 
combined efforts of the doctors con­ 
torted her limbs and rendered her a 
helpess cripple during the last days of 
her life. Under the shadow of this 
vicinity she was born, reared and 
died. She was born at Diving Bell 
Bar on the Cosumnes river, and about 
one mile and a hallf below what is 
know as the Forks, Maroh 12, 1863. 
Her father having received injuries 
upon a baling press, fromw hicb he 
died, the family moved up to Mt. 
Aukum,where her mother married the 
late John Buokner, of that place. She 
lived there until she had passed out 
of her ’teens, when she went to Uve 
with her married sister, the wife of 
the late]Hugh H. Bell, of Shenandoah 
valley.

She was laid to rest in a 
beautiful white casket in the Shen­ 
andoah oemetery. Besides her hus­ 
band and two children, she leaves 
a mother, two brothers John and Hoi. 
Andrews; a half brother Waiiliam 
Burns and a half sister Nellie Bell, 
two nephews and a neioe to mourn 
her £loss. Notwithstanding the in- 
clemenoy of the weather her funeral 
was largely attended. Quite a num- 
berof Odd Fellows were in attend­ 
ance, her husband being a member of 
that order and she a Hebekab.

l lie petitioner and one Mary Rose, 
were held to answer by a magistrate 
of this county upon a charge ot grand 
lercBuy in tiiat they did feloniously 
steal a certain deed executed by one 
J. D. Mason to MHry Hi iÍlimit, bear­ 
ing date Dec. 5tb, 1908, conveying 
certain lets iu Han Joaquin county of 
the value ot 8400, belonging to said 
Mason. 
The. petitioner in default of bail 
was oommitted to the custody of the 
sheriff of this county aud is new re 
strained of hia liberty by that officer 
by virtue of such commitment. It 
is now claimed that the petitioner is 
entitled to bis release upon habeas 
corpus because he was held to answer 
without reasonable or probable cause, 
aud in support of bis contention , he 
tins produced the testimony takeu up ­ 
on tho examination of the obarge. 
i'he grantee iu the.deed, Mary Bril 
limit is the same person held to 
answer with tbe petitioner under tbe 
name, Maiy Ross. There is no direct 
testimony to show whether she is the 
wife of the petitioner aud no object­ 
ions were made to tbe introduction of 
statements made by her upon such 
ground, i t does appear from such 
statements that she referred to tbe 
petitioner as her husband, apd that 
prior to or at tbe time ot drawing up 
the deed she said her name was Mary 
brilliant. 
Whether the testimony 
proves that she is or is uot the wlte 
ot petitioner is not necessary upon 
this bearing to determine. 
In ascertaining whether tiie peti- 
tiuner should be discharged or re- 
uiauded to tho custody of the sheritf, 
this court is restricted entirely to 
tiie testimony bud and takeu before 
the committing magistrate aud that 
testimony shows: 
That on or about Deo. 6, 1998, Mr 
Mason delivered to tbe petitioner 
aud his co-defeudaut Mary Ross or 
Mary Brilliant, the deed in question, 
aud in payment received trom this 
petitioner tiis check for S40O.U0,drawu 
ou tbe Bank of Amador Gouuty, aud 
payable ou Deo. 11, 19U8. 
There is 
hearsay evidence by Mr Mason stat­ 
ing that two or three days after tbe 
delivery of the check aud before it 
became payable be wns informed by 
an officer of tbe bank that there was 
no money of petitioner iu tbe bank; 
that it bad been drawn out; (whether 
drawn before or after makiDg the 
check does not appear). 
Mr Mason 
never piesented the check at tbe 
bank tor payment either before or 
after it became due, because he says 
he was informed by Mrs Ross that 
there was no money there. 
Subsequently (tbe exact date does 
not Hppear) Mr Mason says, that 
Mary Ross complained to him that 
people were Haying; be hud sold pro­ 
perty that was a duck pond aud that 
she was crazy. Thereupon he (Mason) 
offered to return the check and take 
buck the deed, in pursuance of this 
offer which was accepted by Mary 
Ross, Mr Mason sought the petitioner 
and together they went to the office 
of Mr Snyder, whereupon Mr Maeou 
eurtendered the check to the peti­ 
tioner aud received buck the deed, 
took it home and placed it in a tin 
box.Afterwards 
aud on Deo. 
18th, 
according ^to the testimony of Mr 
Mason, he was ottered $309 for the 
property by tbe petitioner herein— 
which offer was,refused. 
It appears from tbe testimony of 
the county recorder of San Joaquín 
county, that ou December 21st he re­ 
oeived by mail from Mr Snyder, a 
letter with 
the need in question, 
whioh deed was on the same day re­ 
corded. 
Mr Mason never removed the deed 
from his box nor did he know what 
had become ot it until he ascertained 
it had teen Hied for record, uur did 
be have auy information as to who or 
by whom it had been taken from tbe 
box until Dec. 24th, when Mary Ross 
confessed to him that she had taken 
it.So far the only evidence tending 
to eeuuect this petitioner with the 
transaction, is: That he guve a check 
in payment tor the deed to Mary 
Brilliant; that at the same time he 
aud Maiy Brilliant or Mary Ross, 
whatever her name may he, received 
such deed; that subsequently after 
Mary Boss had made complaint to Mr 
Mason, that people said she was 
crazy, aud that the property was a 
duck pond, petitioner went with Mr 
Musou to the office ot Mr Suyder and 
there re-delivered the deed to Mr 
Mason and received buck bis check; 
ttint afterwards aud before the deed 
was recorded ho offered Mr Mason 
8300 for tho property. Ju addition 
there is the hearsay testimouy of 
Mr Masou to the effect that two or 
tlireo days before the check became 
due he was told there was no money 
there; that it liad been drawn out, 
and hi:i (Mr Mason) testimony that 
Mrs Boss had said to him that the 
check would uot lie paid, there wus 
uo mouey there. 
It will he observed that Mr Mason 
never presented the check to tbe bank 
after it became due, and there is no 
showng but what 
petitioner 
hud 
money in tiie hunk ou aud utter Deo. 
11th sufficient to honor llie check. If 
he hud no money ou deposit ou said 
day or thereafter it was the duty of 
the prosecution to prove it. 
There is no testimony to show thut 
the petitioner hail auy thing to do 
with refolding the deed, or thut he 
eveu had possession ot the same after 
its delivery to Mr Mason or knew Unit 
Mrs Ross hud again obtained tho pos­ 
session or that tie over performed any 
act in relation to tho deed or the pro­ 
perty or ever spoke about either sub­ 
sequent tu his offer of 8309, tor tbo 
pruperty. Outside of tho heuisay 
testimony of Mi Mason as to wbul 
Mrs Boss said and wlmt the officer of 
the bunk said prior to the maturity 
of tiie check, about theio but tig no 
money there, there ¡s nut up to this 
time eveu tho shadow of u suspicion 
against this petitioner ot auv moiul 
turpitude, m uch loss his connection 
with the commission ot a crime. 
It wus sought by the people to show 


his participation in the offense oharg* 
ed by the introduction in evidence of 
the oral admisión or confessions of 
his co-defendant, Mary Koss made on 
the 24th day of Ueoember and snbse 
quent to the date of the taking the 
deed by tier, and subsequent to the 
date of the reoording of the same. 
The question is not whether 
the 
sworn testimony ot M ary Koss, an 
alleged co-conspirator would 
have 
been sufficient to connect this de­ 
fendant with the crime as an accom­ 
plice— hut whether her statements or 
her confession of the crime and tills 
petitioner’s complicity therein made 
to other persons, by her when not un­ 
der oath, nor in the presence of ,this 
petitioner, and after the commission 
of the crime are competent testimony. 
It appears from tho testimony that, 
over the objeotion of pbtitinnor’e 
counsel as to its competency arid ad­ 
missibility witnesses were permitted 
to testify; that on the 24tli ut Decem­ 
ber, and subsequent to the date of re­ 
oording the deed, and not iu tho pre­ 
sence of this petitioner,his co-defend­ 
ant Mary Boss while under arrest for 
the offense upon which she and this 
petitioner were held to answer said: 
“ That she took the deed out of Mr 
Mason’s house; that she paid Mr 
Masou no consideration; that she 
would give him 84UÜ, or she would do 
anything if he would get her out of 
trouble; that she gave the deed to tier 
husband (this petitioner ;and told him 
to take it to Mr Snyder and have 
it recorded; that she tolu her hus­ 
band that she had paid no money; 
ttiatr he knew she had no money and 
that all the mouey they had was in 
the Bank of Amador County. 
In the oase of People vs. Upie, 123 
Gal. page 295, it appears that the 
defendants were obatged with steal­ 
ing gold ore. William Upie was upon 
trial and the court allowed evidence 
as to the appearance, conduct and de­ 
clarations of Edward Upie after the 
commission of tbe offeuse upon the 
ground that the conspiracy was not 
ended because the stolen property 
had not been distributed betweeu the 
thieves. The Supreme Court reversed 
the judgment ot conviction upon the 
ground that there was no evidence 
that it was ever intended it should 
be distributed, or that it bad not 
been distributed ut that time. 
iu this case at puge 296 the supreme 
court say: 
“ This court has had 
oocasiou inuny times, aud recently, 
to advert to the error ot similar 
judicial action “ (People vs. Moore 
45 Cal. 19: People vs. DilwoodJ .'4 
Cal. 89; People vs. Oldham, 111 CaJ 
652.) 
Ju People vs. Oldham, 111 Cal. 652. 
The supreme court make use of this 
iaugauge quoting from People vs 
Moore.1’ It was never competent to 
use as evidence against one on trial 
for an alleged crime the statements of 
an accomplice not given as testimony 
in the case, nor made in the presenoe 
ofjdefendant, nor during the pend­ 
ency of the criminal enterprise aud 
in furtherance of its objects. 
To 
hold such testimony admissible would 
be to ignore the rules of evidence, 
settled and everywhere recognized 
fiom the earliest times. 
in People vs. Winter, 125 Cal. at 
page 331 we lind the court saying 
“ Declarations made by Raymond (a 
co-conspirator) subsequent 
to the 
killing, not in the presence of de­ 
fendant were the purest hearsay aud 
clearly inadmissible.’’ 
From the foregoing authorities it 
appears that the declaration and 
admissions of Mrs Ross were incom­ 
petent and inadmissible as evidence 
against this petiticuer; that there is 
under the testimony no reasonable or 
probable caus9 to commit bim upou 
the criminal charge, and be is entitled 
to his discharge irom custody. 
Let an order be entered in accord­ 
ance herewith.

Every male citizen 
over twenty-one years of age, and 
under sixty year of age, found within 
tbe corporate limits ot tbe said city 
of Jackson, during the time for .the 
collection of street poll tHxes, forjthe 
year 1999, excepting ail peisuns who 
were honorably discharged from ser­ 
vice iu the army or navy of the 
United States Huy time between the 
first day of April, in the year of our 
Lord. 1861, and the Hrst day ot May, 
in tbe year of our Lord, 1865, shall 
pay the Marshal and License Collec­ 
tor of the said city of Jackson, or bis. 
agent, an annual street poll tax iu 
the sum of Two Dollars, lawful money 
of the United States, and every such 
person not exempt as abovo set forth, 
witbiD tbe corporate limits of the said 
G'ty of Jackson, who bos not paid a 
street or road pull tax, for tbe said 
year 1909 to any other person or 
authority legally empowered to collect 
such a tax, must pay the said am ount 
of street poll tax su levied. 
Section No. 2. The city clerk m ust 
cause to be printed Two Dollar blank 
street poll tax receipts iu book form, 
with stubs numbered the same as the 
receipts, of one hundred iu each 
book, a sufficient number for the use 
of the marshal aud license collector. 
The stubs sball have a line for tbe 
name of tbe poll tax payer, bis age 
and occupation. The city clerk m ust 
number and sigu said blanks, deliver 
them to tbe marshal ana license col­ 
lector, mid ctiuige Mm therewith. 
Section No. 3. The marshal 
and 
license collector sball at the expira 
tiou of each month pay all street poll 
taxes collected by him to the treasur­ 
er, aud shall ou tiie Hrst Thursday of 
August utter the levy ot said street 
poll tax, return to the city clerk all 
tax receipts received by him and uot 
used, and pay to the city treasurer 
the total am ount collected aud not 
paid in, and must make Unai settle­ 
ment with the city treasurer, and the 
city clerk must seal up ail unused 
tax receipts aud deposit them with 
the city treasurer who sball keep them 
in his office. 
Section 4. Aud tbe said marshal aud 
license collector must demand p a y ­ 
ment of said street poll tax ot every 
person liable therefor, and on the 
neglect or refusal of such person to 
pay the same must collect by seizure 
and sale of any personal property 
owned by such person. 
Section 5. The sale may be made 
after three hours verbal notice of tbe 
time and place of such sale. 
T he 
sale must be made at public auction, 
and of sufficient amount of Dronerty 
to pay the tax. AJ1 excess over taxes 
must be returned to tbe owuer of tbe 
propeity sold and until olaimed m ust 
he deposited iu the the city treasury. 
Section 6. Every person indebted 
to one who neglects or refuses, after 
demand to pay a poll tax, becomes 
liable therefor, and must pay tbe same 
for such other person after service u p ­ 
on him by tbe marshal and license 
collector of a notice iu writing s ta t­ 
ing the name of such person. 
Section 7. This ordinance 
shalll 
be in effect from and after its passage 
and publication.

QUEEREST FARM IN WORLD 


A Hot Water Market Garden Culti­ 
vated Near Arctic Circle. 


What, Is perhaps the most remark­ 
able farm in the world Is located In 
Alaska, on a small tributary of the 
Xanana River, only 1'25 miles south of 
the Are’lc (Circle. 
It Is owned and 
manage I by J, 1<\ Karsh tier. 
Karshner a few years ago was engag 
ad in hunting gold when he came 
across something which 
astonished 
him very much, it was a little stream 
of hot water. 
He traced the stream to a spring, 
which was likewise hot, and it pre 
seutly became obvious that quite a 
considerable area was underlaid by 
ueh springs. 
Promptly deciding Unit Ibis was a 
discovery more profitable than a gold 
mine, Karshuer gave up prospecting, 
and obtained a quantity of vegetable 
aseda of various Kinds. 
The temperature in that region 
sometimos falls to 05 degrees below 
zero iu winter, but a natural system 
of hot-water heating, free of cost, was 
just the tiling tor truck gardening 
near the Arctic Circle, where pota 
toes have a market value of ¡¿5 cents 
a pound and other vegetables bring 
prices iu proportion. 
l'be Karshuer farm occupies a fiat 
area with a convenient slant toward 
the south. 
Hot water, oozing out of 
the ground, forms three small steams 
which empty iuto the uear-by river. 
The warm spring extends over a 
distance of about a mile, and, as the 
owner sayt, “ the heat in the ground 
has to be telt to be believed.” 
He 
«deis: 
“ 1 have never seen vegetables 
grow as they do here. 
The piaoe has 
a climate of its own. 
Often there is 
uo frost when it is freezing every­ 
where else.” 
The hot water farmer has seveuty 
hens. He has also six fine pigs. His 
crop ot potatoes this year will be 100 
tons, at 350 bushels to the acre. 
Tobacco has made a great giowtb. 
1’omatoes aie a success, 
¿squashes ot 
several kinds are giowu, some of 
them, weighiug as much as 53 pounds. 
Karshner gets SI apiece for his musk- 
melons, which are particularly juicy. 
This hot-water market gardeu must 
he a wonder in its way, but it is 
doubtful whether its owner deserves 
as much credit as belongs to Frank 
D. Howard, United States oomissiouer 
at Coldfoot, Alaska, sixty miles north 
of theArctic Circle,who in the raising 
of potatoes and other vegetables tor 
market gets over the difficulty of 
«Bínate by starting them iu tin cans 
in the house. 
When the weather be- 
aomes warm enough he transplants 
them to the open. 
Mr H ow ard’s market garden is the 
most successful to be found anywhere 
north of the Arctic Circle. 
He p ro ­ 
tects his young cabbages from frott 
on cold nights by covering^,hem with 
beer bottles, the bottoms and necks 
ot which have been knocked otf. 
in 
these “ jackets,” as he calls them, 
they flourish, and by June 1Ü, when 
they have grown sufficiently to fill 
the bottles they are uncovered. 
In 
the first week of ¡September they are 
harvested. 
H r Howard grows potatoes and 
celery very successfully. His lettuce 
produces an abundant crop ot large 
and exceedingly hue heads, tender 
and sweet. 
Last year he seut to the agricultural 
station ut Sitka, by ruglHteied mail, 
at a surprisingly early dale, a box 
containing a cucumber.a stalk of rbu- 
rb, l vvo potatoes and 
a carrot. 
These were to show what he could do 
in the truck gardening line. Accom­ 
panying them was a letter which 
said, apologetically: 
“ 1 oau not Bend by mail an 8-pouud 
head of cabbage or lG-pouud t u r n ip .”

Ordinance Imposing a 


License Tax Upon all Dogs 
Owned, Harbored or Found 
Within 
the 
Corporate 


Limits of the City of Jack­ 
son Durinq the Year 1909, 
and I roviding for t h e Col­ 
lection of the Sam e. 


The Board of Trustees of tbe City 
ol' Jackson do ordain as follows: 
Beet ion 1. A license tux is hereby 
imposed for the year liiU'J upon nil 
dogs owned,harbored or found witbin 
the corporate limits of the city of 
jH iikson, es follows: 
Upon every male dog. one 50-100 
dollars, for the yeur ending .December 
31, 1000. 
Upon every femnle dog, three dol­ 
lars for the year eudiug December ill, 
1000. 
¡Section ’2. Every person who owns 
harbors or maintains within tbe cor­ 
porate limits of the oity ot Jackson, 
any dog,male ot ieinnle, Is hereby re­ 
quired to pay the tax aud license col­ 
lector of the city of Jackson, the tax 
as herein prescribed, aud upon such 
receive payment no or she shall 
from 
the said tax 
and 
license 
collector u check or tag provided will) 
a number, tbe year aud the words 
male” or “ female” (or some murk 
signifying tbe sumo), und so designed 
as to lie readily affixed to a strap or 
dog collar, which said check shall be 
ufflxed by tbe party procuring the 
same to eucb strap.or dog collar, and 
securely fastened about tho neck ot 
such dog. 
, 
Section 3. ih e city clerk shall pro­ 
cure checks or tags as above provid­ 
ed. aud shall deliver the same to the 
paid tax aud license collector, charg 
mg him therewith upon a recoid kept 
for that purpose, und said tux uud 
liceuse collector shall keep au accur­ 
ate record of ail license tags aud 
checks issued by him, anil shall make 
return of the same to the city clerk 
on tne first of each and every mouth; 
aud he shall be credited by the clerk 
on such record witb all moneys col­ 
lected by biui, and with all license 
tags or checks returned unsold by 
birn.Section 4. Tbe pouudkeeper of the 
city ot Jackson is hereby authorized 
and empowered, aud he is directed 
hereby, to seize and bold each aud 
every dog owned, harbored or found 
within tbe corporate limitH of tUe 
city of Jackson, upon which the said 
license lax has not been paid; aud tbe 
suirl pouudkeeper shall seize aud bold 
us above provided, each and every 
dog found witbiu the said oity uu 
provided with such license lag or 
check, as hereit. provided; aud unless 
sulislactory evidence 
lie produced 
that such license has iu fact been 
paid, he shall proceed to dispose of 
such dog iu the manner herein provid­ 
ed.¡Section 5. it is hereby made the 
duty ot the pouudkeeper to uotity the 
owner or person having the control 
(it known to him) ot any dog im­ 
pounded, within tweuty-lour nours 
alter impounding tbe same;

when the owner or person having the 
control of such dog is nut known, or 
cannot be found the pouudkeeper 
shall adveitise said dog bv posting 
notices iu at least three conspicuous 
places with tbe said city describing 
it as nearly as possible. 
¿Section 0. If, atter due notification 
or advertisement as above requhed, 
tor a period of live days, no person 
ahull have recovered or redeemed the 
same in the manner prescribed iu tbe 
toregoing eection, the pouudkeeper 
shall proceed to dispose ot such dog 
in the manner following: 
Ihe said puundkeeper shall on Mon­ 
day of each aud every week, separate­ 
ly expose for sale to the highebt bid­ 
der for cash every dog then held in 
his custody upon which such liceuse 
lax aud chaiges hereinafter provided 
for shall remain unpaid;

however, that no dog shall be sold 
uuder the provisions of this section 
uutil after due notification or adver­ 
tisement as above required, for at 
least live days. 
At sucb sale no bid shall be accept­ 
ed for less than the full am ount of 
the license tax unpaid, together with 
uu udditioual tee of oue dollar and u 
tee of twenty-five cents for every day 
that, such dog has remained in the 
custody of such pouudkeeper. 
The proceeds of such sale shall be 
applied first to tbe payment of such 
license tax aud the fees as provided 
iu the proceeding paragraph, aud any 
balance shall bo paid to tbe owner of 
such dug if known, aud where the 
owner is uukunwu, it shall t.e paid 
into the oity treusury, aud tbeie held 
tor a period of thirty days, 
after 
which time, if the same is not claim ­ 
ed, it shall stand forleit to the oity; 
provided however, that the owner or 
owners of any dog so sold may, with­ 
in sucb period, olaiui the am ount of 
such balance so held, aud upon satis­ 
factory proof of his or her claim, tbe 
said am ount shall be paid to the per­ 
son advancing aud proving smd claim.

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A B IL L TO R E G U L A T E M IN IN G . 


Assemblyman Rutherford of Nevada county has introduced 
a bill in the assembly providing for the appointment of an in­ 
spector of mines, with the alleged object of securing the better 
protection of persons employed in 
underground operations. 
It was introduced January x 2, and referred to the committee 
ou mines and mining. 
By the favor of assemblyman Moore, 
we are in receipt of a copy of this proposed law for the regula­ 
tion of the mining industry. 
We do not believe from a curs­ 
ory examination of its provisions that the bill will meet the 
approval of those engaged in the business of mining. Its main 
object appears to be to provide snug berths for three more 
state officials, namely, an inspector at a salary of $2400 per 
year, and a couple of deputies at $1500 each, with all travel­ 
ing and incidental expenses besides. 
The purport of the 
act seems to be humanitarian, namely, to see that every mine 
employing not less than five men is properly equipped with 
machinery, properly ventilated, and competently handled as 
fax as the protection of the lives of employes is concerned 
This is truly a praiseworthy motive, but the question is would 
the measure accomplish this end, or would its tendency not be 
to retard rather than advance the business of mining in this 
state. 
It is a false assumption that mine owners are careless 
or indifferent about the safety of the underground workers. 
On the contrary, they are fu lly as careful to provide against 
accidents as railroads or other large employers of labor. 
Mining is a hazardous business anyway, but the risks in­ 
separable therefrom are rarely augmented by indifference or 
heartlessuess on the part of the owner. 
T h is bill provides 
that upon receipt or a 
complaint in writing, vertified and 
signed by three or more persons— presumed to be employes— 
a mine is dangerous in any way, or the machinery inadequate 
or dangerous, or any person in charge of any machinery as 
engineer or otherwise, is unskilled or incompetent, the in­ 
spector is required to visit such mine, and make a thorough 
examination into the charges. 
If in his opinion the charges 
are valid he must notify the management to make the neces­ 
sary changes without delay, or discharge incompetent em­ 
ployes within ten days after receipt of a written notice to that 
effect. 
In case of an accident within three months after the 
receipt of such notice, failure to comply with the inspector’s 
demands shall be construed as prima facie evidence of gross 
neglect in any action for damages that may be brought 
against the mine owner. 
The inspector is required to visit ouce a year as many 
mines as possible in each county, and is empowered of his 
motion to order such changes as he may deem advisable to 
insure the safety of the workman. 
In case of a serious or fatal accident the inspector must be 
notified, and visit the scene, and inquire into the causes there­ 


of. 
These are the salient features of the proposed law. 
Our 
assemblyman is no doubt anxious to kuow the sentiments of 
* his consituents iu regard to the measure. 
And we take this 
opportunity of explaining its provisions so that those con­ 
cerned may take prompt action in stating their views to the 
representatives^ this assembly and senatorial diatrict. 


Congressman Euglebright has introduced a very important 
bill bearing on hydraulic mining, the tendency of which will be 
to foster that system of mining in places where the anti-debris 
law has proven an insurmountable barrier. T h is bill provides 
that the quantity of debris likely to be deposited in a naviga­ 
ble stream by a mine applying for a permit to commence 
operations shall be ascertained by a United States commis­ 
sion, and the company or individual seeking permit to mine 
shall have the privilege of removing from said stream a quan­ 
tity of debris equal to the quantity assessed by the commission 
is the estimated amount that would reach the stream, or the 
company m ay pay the cost of such removal of debris from the 
threatened channel.
